PFANS to replace council library 
assistants with volunteers will be 
debated this week. 

The second part of the consulta¬ 
tion into the borough's eight 
libraries has begun with a 12 page 
booklet which explains the options 
aimed at saving £378,000 a year. 

Key proposals include retaining 
two main libraries, with longer 
opening hours and them staffing 
the rest with volunteers. 

A failure to find volunteers at 
either Feigh or Kent Elms 
libraries could see the centres 
threatened. 

Councillor for culture and 
tourism, Derek Jarvis, said he 


believed the consultation was a 
chance for people to have a say on 
the library service over the next 
15 years. 

He said: “I want to see us sustain 
our library network in the future 
and the proposals within the con¬ 
sultation booklet allow us to do 
that. 

“We already have a high-per¬ 
forming library service and with 
this far-reaching review and con¬ 
sultation, we now have the chance 
to look at things way beyond the 
traditional remit of how many of 
us view a library.” 

Councillor Nigel Holdcroft, 
Southend Council leader, said 
there was no disguising that sav¬ 
ings of 15 per cent had to be made. 

Cllr Holdcroft said: “Many other 


authorities reacted to similar situ¬ 
ations by the wholesale closure of 
libraries or by adopting other 
equally drastic knee-jerk respons¬ 
es - that is not what we want to see 
in Southend. 

“The need to make savings 
shouldn’t be confused with the 
reason we are carrying out this 
detailed consultation - it’s just one 
element in investigating what sort 
of library service we want in 
Southend for the next 15 years.”

We need 
services not 
vanity 

FOR want of £55,000 we will 
see three Sure Start Children’s 


Centres close in Southend-on- 
Sea this year. Meanwhile we 
will be updating the council 
website, and the cost? Yep - 
£55,000. This is the latest in a 
series of decisions that have 
seen vanity projects given the 
go-ahead whilst much more 
needy projects suffer for want 
of often modest sums of 
money. 

Another example is the £80K 
plus being spent on webcasting 
council meetings. I am not 
opposed to webcasting but 
would have preferred the 
spend to be deferred until sun¬ 
nier economic climes are once 
more with us. Same for the 
website revamp -1 do not 
doubt that this should be done 
at some point, but do not think 
that point is now. 

Much money is wasted too. I

(£800K), disappointed that an 
art installation (£390K) is no 
longer fit for purpose, dis¬ 
mayed that palm trees have 
cost us all in excess of £150K. 

Add these sums up; it comes 
to more than two million 
pounds. There is more - the 
damnable shared space that is 
laughingly called the Victoria 
Gateway dwarfs these sums, 
and there are other examples. 


Who wanted four blue food 
recycling caddies? Hands up if 
you think the campus in 
Queens Road, unaffectionately 
called the Lego building by 
locals, is a thing of beauty.

Cull the 

Tories 

instead 

SO, the Tory-led trial badger 
culls are to go ahead, despite 
overwhelming opposition from 
scientists, animal welfare 
organisations and the general 
public. Farmers, and frankly 
anyone with a gun, have been 


given the green light to 
slaughter seventy percent of 
badgers in Gloucestershire and 
Somerset. This means a first 
full-scale cull of badgers in 
England, under a policy that 
could soon mean as many as a 
third of the national popula¬ 
tion are shot by farmers in an 
attempt to protect cattle from 
bovine tuberculosis, whether 
they have the disease or not. 
Each year around 26,000 cattle 
are slaughtered because of 
bTB but this number pales 
into insignificance when com¬ 
pared to those slaughtered 
because of lameness, infertili¬ 
ty and mastitis. 

A full parliamentary debate 
to attempt to stop the cull was 
brought forward by Ed 
Milliband and Mary Creagh 
on June 5 but Labour were 
outvoted by 49 votes. Romford 
MP Andrew Rosindell and 
Nick Clegg both voted in 
favour of a cull. The only 
Conservative member brave 
enough to voice her opposi¬ 
tion, Tracey Crouch, told the 
debate that she had been 
ignored and intimidated by her 
party when she last spoke out 
against a cull. It is clear that 
the Tories are not happy unless 
they are persecuting some¬ 
thing or someone, even mem¬ 
bers of their own party. 

There is no doubt that a lot 
of corrupt lobbying from the 
National Farming Union and 
Countryside Alliance went 
into this debate and it is about 
time the Tories declared the 
amount of financial support 
they were getting from the 
farming unions. We know that 
the Countryside Alliance give 
them millions of pounds each 
year and you can’t tell me that 
lobbying for their pet causes 
such as fox-hunting and hare¬ 
coursing doesn’t go on. 

It was shameful that very lit¬ 
tle about the slaughter of our 
badgers has been shown in the 
media, (so far) - News chan¬ 
nels choosing to give a plug to 
the far right ‘non’-march 
rather than the thousands of 
people (including ourselves) 
who attended the Badger 
March on June 1 - when the 
shooting was planned to start. 
My placard stated ‘Cull the 
Tories Instead’ and proved to 
be extremely popular with the 
general public. 

Due to huge public opposi¬ 
tion, this cowardly government 
is keeping the exact location 
of the ensuing blood baths a 
secret and have gone to great 
lengths to make sure that no- 
one, except their hired gun¬ 
men, know the exact location, 
but Prince Charles’ estate in 
Gloucestershire and Somerset 
are the first target areas. If 
these trials are deemed suc¬ 
cessful by Cameron and his 
ministers, Owen Patterson and 
David Heath, (which of course 
they will be, whatever the out¬ 
come), the killing will happen 
across affected areas in 
England and is expected to 
end the lives of 70,000 to 
105,000 badgers - from an 
entire population estimated at 
300,000. 

A badger vaccination plan is 
replacing the Welsh cull and 
vaccination is also being test¬ 


ed in Devon by the National 
Trust and by the Wildlife Trust 
in Gloucestershire, yet 
Cameron’s Tory-led 
Government cancelled five out 
of six of Labour’s planned tri¬ 
als of injectable vaccines, 
claiming that a viable vaccine 
was “years away”. 

And how are these never 
before tried shootings to be 
judged? According to a docu¬ 
ment released under the 
Freedom of Information rules, 
Cameron and Clegg are pre¬ 
siding over a plan to time the 
screams of wounded badgers 
to estimate the level of 
‘humaneness’ of shooting free 
running badgers at night. 
Furthermore, the noises made 
by the shot badgers will be 
compared with those of har¬ 
pooned whales. The paper, by 
the coalition, also acknowl¬ 
edges the crucial fact that 
none of the shooters will have 
experience of killing free-run¬ 
ning badgers, and that Defra’s 
requirement to target the heart 
and lungs is untested. In my 
view this idea can only come 
from the sick minds of people 
who actually enjoy animal suf¬ 
fering - as we know David 
Cameron and his cronies do. 
The coalition is allowing bru¬ 
tal behaviour which would be 
criminal in abattoirs and on 
farms, and any vet could be 
struck off for timing the 
screams of a dying animal.

WE commemorate the 70th 
anniversary of the celebrated 
Dambusters raid, one of the 
most daring operations car¬ 
ried out by the RAF during 
the Second World War. 

On the evening of May 16th 
1943, after just two months 
of preparation, 133 hand¬ 
picked airmen in 19 specially 
adapted Lancaster bombers 
set out on a bombing raid 
with the aim of breaching 
three dams in the Ruhr Valley 
and thereby slowing down the 
production of arms by Nazi 
Germany. Of the 19 crews 


which had set out on the raid, 
eight did not return. In total, 
53 men were killed and three 
ended up as prisoners of war. 

The Dambusters raid was 
just one of many thousands 
carried out by RAF Bomber 
Command during the Second 
World War. Of the 125,000 
men who served in Bomber 
Command, a total of 55,573 
lost their lives, which gives 
you some sense of the 
tremendous bravery it must 
have taken to go out on 
bombing raids night after 
night knowing how low your 
chances of survival were. 

As guardians of the Bomber 
Command Memorial in 
London, the Royal Air Force 
Benevolent Fund is commit¬ 
ted to ensuring that the 
remarkable bravery and sacri¬ 
fice of these young aircrew, 
who gave their lives defend¬ 
ing our freedom during the 
Second World War, will 
always be remembered. To 
this end, we have pledged to 
raise £1.5 million to preserve 
the Memorial for future gen¬ 
erations.

Play trailblazi 


A WEALTH of opportunities are 
on offer at Great Notley 
Country Park, from 100 
acres of open space to explore to 
the UK's biggest play frame to 
climb. 

There is so much to do at the 
park that you really can do as 
much or as little as you like, and 
with a mile long circular play trail 
there will be no problems keeping 
the kids amused. 

The park, situated on former 
arable farmland in Braintree, 

Essex, is a magnet for families and 
on the sunny afternoon that I visit¬ 
ed it was absolutely rammed with 
them. Picnics were dotted across 
the greens and children's laughter 
could be heard on the breeze from 
far off locations spanning the 
length of the play trail, which was 
opened in 2008 at a cost of 
£300,000. 

It has something for everyone, 
from toddlers to teens and even 
mum and dad too if they want to 
join in the fun, and includes water 
play, sand play, high energy 
swings, see-saw platforms, 
bridges, balancing beams, round¬ 
abouts, challenging rope walks, 
sensory items, a miniature play vil¬ 
lage and a massive 32m by 14m 
climbing frame. 


As each piece is scattered along 
the trail, instead of being located in 
one area like some other parks, it 
spreads out the crowds and helps 
youngsters to enjoy their turn 
before going on to something else, 
and as it has been designed to be 
inclusive there is something for all 
abilities. 

Although the trail has so much to 
offer, it is not the only gem in Great 
Notley's crown as the north of the 
park is linked to the Flitch Way, 
which passes through 15 miles of 
countryside along the former 
Bishop's Stortford to Braintree rail¬ 
way. The route boasts a multi-user 
surface, making it accessible 
throughout the year, and weaves 
its way through rural Essex where 
you can wander through wildlife- 
rich railway cuttings and past 
Victorian stations. 

While it would take you a full day 
to walk the entire length of the 
Flitch Way, it opens up the oppor¬ 
tunity to spend even more time at 
Great Notley by taking your bikes, 
or hiring them from the park's 
Discovery Centre. The award-win¬ 


ning centre, which has been con¬ 
structed with materials that ensure 
low maintenance and energy use 
to reduce the impact on the envi¬ 
ronment, is also home to a great 
cafe which sells a wide variety of 
hot and cold food and refresh¬ 
ments. 

As well as its facilities that are 
open throughout the year, Great 
Notley Country Park also host a 
variety of events including free 
monthly events with the North 


Essex Astronomy Group. Up-and-

Q. I’m tempted to buy a thatched cottage. Is 
this a daft idea? 

A. No, not at all. After all, most of us have 
dreamed of living in a thatched cottage at some 
time or other. Precisely why, of course, remains 
something of a mystery. Perhaps it’s all 
Constable’s fault - or Cadbury’s. After all, the term 
“chocolate-box” must have come from somewhere... 

But whatever the reason, thatched cottages seem to be ingrained in the national 
psyche as the ultimate expression of cosy, homely comfort. 

Despite this, the vast majority of us never own or live in one - the main reason being 
that there aren’t actually very many thatched properties around. It has been calculated 
that there are only around 60,000 of them in the whole of the UK. 

Then there’s the fact that although there has been something of a mini-revival in the 
use of thatch for architect-designed new homes in recent years, most existing 
thatched properties are listed buildings - which means that you can’t just do whatever 
you want to them. 

Finally, of course, there’s the thatch itself. Picturesque it may be - but there is a 
widely-held view that it is tricky and expensive to maintain. 

Is this fair? Well certainly, all thatched roofs need completely replacing from time to 
time. On top of that, it is normally necessary to replace the ridge approximately 
halfway through the roof’s life. The timing of both these operations will depend on the 
materials used. As a general rule, for example, long straw has a lifespan of around 25 
years, while Norfolk Reed can last up to 60 years. 

Bear in mind, however, that no roof of any kind lasts forever. And the truth is that a 
well-made and maintained thatched roof is in reality very easy to live with. For one 
thing, it has natural insulating properties - cosy in winter and cool in summer. Then 
there’s the fact that the thickness of the projecting eves generally does away with the 
need for guttering - so no routine clearing and maintenance on that score either. 
Finally, of course, there’s the enormous visual appeal, and the pleasure of knowing 
that you are the custodian of a piece of living history. 

On balance then, for those prepared to face up to the responsibilities of ownership, 
there is undoubtedly something uniquely rewarding about living in a thatched cottage. 
So, go for it!

One of whom said (and I quote) ‘if you don’t work you can’t get a place anywhere, 
end of.’I would have thought that most agencies and landlords would have been happy 
that there was a person willing to pay upfront? 


Think Property Answer 


Unfortunately there is not a lot that can be done about this. There is antidiscrimination laws 
regarding discrimination on the grounds of race, sex and disability, but not about 
discrimination against non working tenants. A landlord (or his agent) has the right to refuse 
to rent to someone who is not in employment. However most good local letting agencies 
such as Think Property will accept tenants who are unemployed for certain properties 
providing they have a working guarantor.

DRINK DRIVE INFORMATION 



Alcohol impairs your ability to drive; just 
one drink can lead to a slower reaction 
time and reduce your ability to pay 
attention to the road and other 
road users. This could mean you 
don't recognise a possible hazard 
like a car coming from a junction or a 
child crossing the road. 

If you are caught drink driving the penalties can include: 

• 12 month driving ban. 

• A fine of up to £5000. 

• 6 months imprisonment. Plus, 

Your insurance costs will increase and a conviction could 
mean you have trouble travelling to some countries like 
the USA, and, 

If you drive for work then your employer will see the 
conviction on your licence. 


The way alcohol affects you depends on: 

• your weight, age, sex and metabolism (the rate 
your body uses energy) 

• the type and amount of alcohol you're drinking 

• what you've eaten recently 

• your stress levels at the time 



You may be under the legal limit but your 
driving could still be affected by the level of 
alcohol in your blood. 

• Drink four 70ml 
doubles of spirit 
and you should 
not drive for 13 
hours - that's 1pm 
the next day if 
you have your last 
drink at midnight 

• Drink five super-strength cans and you should not 
drive for about 21 hours - almost a full day later 

• If you drink a bottle of 15% wine - just three 
250m! glasses - you should not drive for 13 hours 

- that s 1pm the next day if you finish drinking at 
midnight 

► If you drink four pints of lager you should not 
nve for at least 13 hours from finishing your last 
pint. If you finish at midnight, you 
may not be safe to drive until 
after 1pm the next day 




Enjoy the summer parties and barbegues but make alternative transport arrangements. 

A conviction for drink driving - or even worse, an accident on your conscience - will last a lot 
longer than your hangover. Please arrange for a lift or take public transport to work the next day. 



DRUGS AND DRIVING 



It is an offence to drive while unfit due to taking drugs. 
Most of us will think this relates to illegal drugs such as 
cocaine or cannabis however you can be convicted of this 
offence if you have taken any drug which has affected your 
ability to drive; this includes prescription drugs and also 
over the counter remedies including some antihistamines. 

If you're convicted of drug driving you’ll get: 

• a minimum 1 year driving ban 

• a fine of up to £5,000 

• a criminal record 

Your driving licence will also show you've been convicted 
for drug driving. This will last for 11 years. 


Always read the packet or ask the pharmacist and don't 
drive if you feel drowsy or affected by your medicine.

Now tot up the drinks you've had and add an hour for initial absorption - and calculate from 
when you stopped drinking (to be on the safe side). 

Here's an example: Drink five (330ml) bottles of 5% lager and you should not drive for at 
least 11 hours. That's 11am the morning after if you finish drinking at midnight. 


FACT: Any amount of alcohol affects your ability to drive safely. 
These are rough calculations only - the best advice is not to drink at all if 
you are driving, and avoid heavy drinking if driving the following day.
